REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
alone or in combination, does not disclose an elongate element which carries a cardiac 
pacing electrode, with a first and second shape that, when implanted in the coronary 
sinus in the second shape, the elongate body has a best fit curve of constant radius 
within a range of from about 1 .0 cm to about 2.0 cm.
